VERY one laughs when you say a friend has 
the mumps. I suppose it is because the murapv 
patient looks so funny.

The organs which supply the moisture for the 


mouth arc called the salivary glands. In mumps these 
glands become inflamed and swollen. This makes the 
neck and the tissues under the edge of the lower jaw 
bulge out, causing the face to lose its symmetry.
